Secretary Root W ill Uphold 
Time 
Honored Doctrine of a Pub­ 
lic 
Speech. 


W ashing ton, Nov. 19 — Many of the 
Latin-American members of the dip­ 
lomatic corps will attend the dinner 
of the Commercial club, and 
the 
meeting of the Trans-Mississippi con­ 
g ress at Kansas City this week. 
Secretary Root, who will be one 
of the speakers, has prepared an ad­ 
dress with g reat care and it is be­ 
lieved that as the mouthpiece of the 
adm inistration he will at that time 
voice President Roosevelt’s attitude 
toward the Monroe doctrine. 
Since the declaration of President 
Burg ess, in Berlin, that the Monroe 
doctrine is practically a dead issue 
in the United States, there has been 
no opportunity for the adm inistra­ 
tion to declare its adherence to the 
time-honored doctrine, but it is be­ 
lieved that Root will avail himself of 
the opportunity to reassure the Lat­ 
in-American republics that the United 
States still purposes to prevent Eu­ 
ropean nations from acq uiring terri­ 
tory on this continent. 


New Postofflce Rule.

Bessie Scotchbrook, Aged Five Vic­ 
tim of Terrible Accident. 


Ex plosion Ignited Clothing and Un­ 
fortunate Child Died 3 Honrs 
Later— Was Conscious 
to the End. 
(Sterling Gazette, Nov. 6.) 


Bessie Scotchbrook, the little five 
y ear old daughter of Mrs. William 
Scotchbrook of Unionville, near Mor­ 


rison, was fatally burned Monday af­ 
ternoon at 3 o’clock and died a t 5 
o’clock last evening. The mother of 
the unfortunate child is a widow and 
with three children lives In Unloa- 
ville. T.wo of the 
children 
go to 
school leaving the mother and llttlo 
girl at home alone. Mrs. Scotchbrook 
had put some kindling in the stovo 
preparatory tc building a fire, and 
left the room to go Into the y ard to 
get some stove wood, and in her ab­ 
sence the little girl poured a quanti­ 
ty of kerosene on the kindling and Ig­ 
nited it, with the result that there 
was a sudden ex plosion and the lit­ 
tle victim’s clothing caught fire and 
I she was soon enveloped in a mass of 
flames. She immediately rushed into 
, the y ard to call her mother, but Mrs. 
Scotchbrook being very much frigh­ 
tened called for a neighbor close by 
1 who came and with an old coat ex ­ 
ting uished the flames, but too late, 
the little g irl’s flesh was burned to a 
crisp and in taking clothing off the 
flesh pealed off with the shreds of 
garments, and the child died after 
three hours. The nerve centers were 
so badly burned that the little child 
suffered no pain and .was conscious 
to the last, and told her mother that 
she knew she had been naughty but 
would not be so any more. She was 
an especially bright and attractive 
little girl, an dwlll be sadly missed in 
her home and the community . 
County Coroner J . G. Limerick of 
Rock Falls and jury held an Inquest 
over the body this afternoon, 
and 
brought in a verdict of jdeath being 
due to accidental burning. 
The funeral services will be held 
some time Thursday afternoon and 
interment will be made in the Morri­ 
son cemetery .

This explosion makes the third an­ 
archist outrage in Italy in four days, 
the other two being the murder of 
Professor Rossi, in Naples Saturday, 
and the explosion of n bomb in front 
of the Cafe Aragno in this city on Nov. 
It. 
The ittempt of 
yesterday has 
caused deep seated and universal hor­ 
ror and indignation on account of the 
locality selected bv tho miscreants, nml 
the resentment of the people is very 
great. St. Peters is the greatest basilic,* 
in Christendom. 
It took 350 years in 
the building and stands today a result 
of the efforts of forty-three popes and 
the genius of Michael Angelo, Bra­ 
mante and Rafael. 
The commission of such an*outrnge 
in such n place has called forth un ­ 
limited condemnation, and is charac­ 
terized as proving that the perpetra­ 
tors of the crime were actuated by 
feelings worse than those which moved 
the vandals and the Saracens. The the­ 
ory is held that this attempt was not 
directed against the papacy, but rather 
is a cnallegne to society in general by 
attacking religion, the most sacred in­ 
stitution oi i he people.
